(International N ew s Service) 
EL CENTRO, Cal., May 21—Faced 
with a crucial water shortage, at 
least $3.000,000 
property 
damage 
and heavy crop losses, Imperial Val­ 
ley residents today set about re­ 
storing order from the chaas caused 
by Saturday night s earthquake in 
which eight were killed and 200 in ­ 
jured. 
Directors of rehabilitation work 
concentrated on the two most crit­ 
ical problems: the dwindling supply 
of water and the possibility of an 
epidemic because of the shortage. 
Arrangements were made to haul 
water into the valley in tank cars, 
and a plentiful supplv of typhoid 
scium w?as made available by the 
state public health department. 
Slight temblors continued to as­ 
sail the great agricultural area up 
to last night, but none approached 
in severity the major shock which 
on Saturday night crumbled build­ 
ings in El Centro. Brawley, Calexi­ 
co Imperial, and Holtville, and in 
Mexicali, Mexico, which adjoins Ca­ 
lexico.

She was an anarchist, and she was impatient of the slow pro­ 
cesses of democracy. She always denied that she advocated violence, but 
her name was linked with many violent attacks on the existing order 
irom 1896 to 1917. Her violent speech seemed to do more harm than good 
to the causes she championed. 
What were those causes? 
She sought the end of social inequali­ 
ties and economic exploitation. These aims seem reasonable enough to­ 
day, but a great deal depends on the method. 
Emma Goldman was bitterly disappointed by the Communist re­ 
gime in Russia. Unlike many American Communists today, she was smart 
enough to see that the political and governmental change there had 
been only from one tyranny to another, and to admit the fact.

SWAPPING HORSES IN FULL FLOOD 
The far-reaching .shifts and reorganizations in the British and the 
French government have been desperate measures under dire circum­ 
stances. They have been likened to swapping horses while crossing a 
stream. 
The simile is not accurate.

the midst of a flood. 
It was dramatic when French Prime Minister Reynaud summoned 
Marshal Petain from Madrid to become vice premier. But Petain is *4 
years old. One of the grand old men of the last war, he is, like Game- 
lin or Giraua, by every fair presumption, steeped in its traditions, its 
methods and its concepts of strategy. 
The outstanding fact of this war is that those methods and con­ 
cepts are unavailing against the terrific efficiency and impact of mod­ 
ern weapons, just as the political regimes of the European democracies 
have been inept and incapable in their contacts with the concentrated 
drive and purposes of the dictatorships. 
Belated political changes at London and Paris in recent weeks 
are strenuous efforts to overcome that situation, according to their lights. 
And it may be that Marshal Petain, for all his 84 years, will serve as 
such a symbol to the soldiers of France as to turn the tide. More than 
once in human history an ideal of courage against all odds has won 
when nothing else would, or we would never have heard of Arnold of 
Winkelried or Thermopylae.

THE RIGHTS OF MAN 
The Walter-Logan bill, which is now up in congress, is about as 
important and necessary a piece of legislation as Americas lawmakers 
have e\er considered. 
In the words of Mark Sullivan, the bill “goes to the heart of what 
is troubling the country and the world—the conflict between the right! 
of man, and the authority of government.” And never in our long his­ 
tory was that conflict so bitter and intense. 
The Walter-Logan bill is aimed specifically at the arbitrary exer­ 
cise of vaguely defined authority by bureaus and commissions. 
And 
many an American citizen has discovered what that exercise of power 
means 
We have established, principally in recent years, a great num­ 
ber of new bureaus for various purposes. The laws authorizing these bu­ 
reaus have often purposely been made general, to the extent that even 
the proverbial Philadelphia lawyer can’t discover where their powers be­ 
gin and where they end. And the result has been that government of­ 
ficials have at times made themselves into prosecutor, judge and jury 
all in one. 
Rules and regulations may be changed from day to day. 
Interpretations of the law may be revolutionized overnight. 
And the 
ordinary citizen, who cannot afford the time and money that years of 
litigation in the federal courts demand, Is helpless. 
The Walter-Logan bill doesn't propose to limit the authority of 
government or weaken its functions in any way. It simply provides that 
when a board or bureau makes a decision which the litigant thinks wrong, 
he may have an immediate appeal to a juditial body. To quote Mr. Sulli­ 
van again, “That is the same as saying, and no more than saying, that 
every man shall be entitled to his day in court.” And the late Senator 
Logan, when first introducing his bill, described it in these words: “The 
sole issue here presented to congress Is whether we shall have a govern­ 
ment by men or a government by law.” 
We all know what government by men means—look abroad at 
Europe. Tiie purpose of the Walter-Logan bill is to prevent that here. 
And no bill could have a more vital purpose.

Mr. Doheney 
was the only American with “guts” 
enough to agree to the contract. So 
we have no oil of any consequence 
stored in Manila; we have no Fleet 
of any consequence based at Man­ 
ila. 
We do not even have a dry- 
dock capable of carrying a battle­ 
ship at the Navy Yard there. 
We have had Governor* of the 
Philippines, mostly political pup­ 
pets, with no vision or courage, and 
who gave free rein to Manuel Que­ 
zon to arouse the Filipinos to the 
point where they demanded and ac­ 
tually have received assurance of 
independence. Today. Quezon is not 
so “hot” for independence. He fears 
Japan and the question is: Shall we 
as a nation take back the Philip- 
pines, 
fortyfying 
them 
against 
Japan’s ambitions? 
Japan is de­ 
termined, if possible, to monopol­ 
ize the trade of the Orient. There 
are 
many 
American 
interests at 
stake. The East Indies and China 
have always presented a tremend­ 
ous market for American manufac­ 
tured products. 
Is this nation go* 
ing to five up all that? 
This nation has other possessions 
streamlined across the Pacific, the 
chief of which is the Hawaiian Is* 
lands.
